Response to Arguments 



1. Applicant's arguments filed September 8, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. Applicant argues that Figures 2 and 9 A of Andersson el at. are the same embodiment, 
that Andersson el at.'s additional teachings refer to the same embodiment, and that, therefore, 
Andersson el at. is deficient in meeting the claims (see Remarks filed September 8, 2005). 

3. In response, it is not Andersson el at.'s Figures 2 and 9 A what has been contended that 
can be fairly characterized as an alternative embodiment, but that which is disclosed, for 
example, at column 5, lines 50-51 of Andersson el at. as applied in previous Office action. The 
cited passage teaches obvious rearrangements, modifications or substitutions that can be applied 
to the embodiment under discussion. For example, obvious rearrangements, modifications or 
substitutions would be necessary when implementing the invention under W-CDMA standards 
as opposed to CDMA and vice versa (see complete paragraph at column 5, lines 44-53). The 
same Andersson el at. teaches advantages of these as explained in previous Office action. 

In addition, it has been noticed the fact that Applicant does not argue how column 5, lines 
50-51 of Andersson el at. does not meet the claimed language. Applicant argues the 
characterization of this teaching. Whether a teaching can be fairly characterized as an 
embodiment, rearrangement, modification or substitution cannot be the basis for patentability 
when the differences would otherwise be obvious. 
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
